SHIRLEY TEMPLE WINS $10,000 
LIBEL AWARD IN BRITISH COURT 


Action Based on Article by Graham 
Greene in Night and Day 
Magazine.

LONDON, March 22.—Shirley 
Temple, of the movies, has been 
awarded $10,000 in public settle- 
ment of a libel action based on an 
article which appeared Oct. 28, 1937, 
in Night and Day, a London jour- 
nal which has since discontinued 
publication. Lord Chief Justice 
Hewart termed the article a “gross 
outrage.” 

Sir Patrick Hastings, plaintiff's 
counsel, refused to read the “beast- 
ly publication” in court, but said it 
was “one of the horriblest libels 
one can imagine about a child 9 
years of age.” 

The libel action was directed 
against the author of the article, 
Graham Greene, the proprietors of 
the journal, the publisher and the 
printer. 

The Twentieth Century Fox Co., 
which produced “Wee Willie 
Winkie,” a picture starring Shirley 
Temple, also was a plaintiff in the 
suit. It was awarded $7500. 


GERMAN REFUGEE PAIR ADRIFT 
IN SAILBOAT RESCUED AT SEA 


Jew and Wife Had Fied to Escape 
Compulsory Military 
Service.

LONDON, March 22.—Franz Nur- 
vinski, a German Jew, and his 
wife, are safe in England after 
drifting 24 hours at sea in a small 
sailboat used in their flight from 
compulsory military service for 
Nurvinski. They wandered through

Banking House Refuses 
Any Further Information 
on Outline of Million- 
Dollar Transfer.

NEW YORK, March 22.—With 
cryptic remarks that “the whole 
true story is bound to come out in 
a few days,” and that “the press 
should be patient till then,” spokes- 
men for J. P. Morgan & Co. de- 
clined this morning to add to yes- 
terday’s meager testimony of Rich- 
ard Whitney to the effect that this 
banking house, in the role of brok- 
er or agent, handled the mechan- 
ics of a transaction whereby se- 
curities unlawfully hypothecated 
by him were returned to their 
owner. 

Whitney testified before Assist- 
ant State Attorney General Am- 
brose V. McCall that last Nov. 23 
he received an unexpected request 
from E. H. H. Simmons, chairman 


of the Gratuity Fund of the New 
York Stock Exchange, for the re- 
turn of securities which had been 
confided to him some months ear- 
lier for possible reinvestment, and 
that these securities had been 
wrongfully pledged by him as col- 
lateral for a loan from the Corn 
Exchange Bank Trust Co. 


Trail of the Bonds. 

The witness continued that he 
tor aid to his elder broth-. 
er, George Whitney, a Morgan 
partner, who responded with a per- 
sonal loan of 51,082,000. This sum 
was deposited with J. P. Morgan 
& Co. In a letter of Nov. 24 to 
Dunham B. Sherer, president of the 
Corn Exchange Bank Trust Co., 
Richard Whitney directed that “as 
near 11:10 this morning as possi- 
ble” certain securities “out of our 
loans” be delivered to J. P. Mor- 
gan & Co., “against which payment 
will be made to you of $932,000.” 

This was done, Whitney said, aft- 
er which the securities were sur- 
rendered by J. P. Morgan & Co. to 
a messenger from Richard Whitney 
& Co., together with a check for 
$221,508.18 representing the remain- 
der of George Whitney’s deposit. 
Richard Whitney on the same day 
returned the bonds to Simmons, 
and was thus able to delay his ex- 
posure by three months, during 
which he committed the larcenies 
to which he has pleaded guilty 
and for which he is to be sentenced 
next Monday. 

According to this testimony, the 
bonds actually passed through the 
hands of J. P. Morgan & Co. and 
it has been pointed out that, if the 
Stock Exchange had sent out an 
officer of the law in quest of them 
they would have been found, at or 
around the hour of 11 a. m.

24, in possession of the banking 
house. With these conclusions ‘in 
mind, the writer today sought an 
interview at 23 Wall street. 

George Whitney “Away.” 

He was told that J. P. Morgan, 
head of the firm, was out of the 
city; that Thomas W. Lamont, its 
usual spokesman, was in Europe, 
and that George Whitney was 
“away.” Reports in the street have 
it that the last named has not been 
seen in that district since Mon- 
day, March 7, the day before his 
brother's bankruptcy was an- 
nounced.

U. S. ENVOY TO TOKIO DEMANDS 
INDEMNITY FOR PANAY SINKING 


State Department Indicates Claim 
for Deaths, and Dam- 
ages is More than a Million.

WASHINGTON, March 22— The 
State Department announced today 
that Ambassador Grew had pre- 
sented Japan with a bill for the 
deaths, injuries and damages 
caused by the bombing by Japan- 
ese planes of the United States 
Gunboat Panay and three Ameri- 
can tankers Dec. 12, 1937.

HULL SAYS ROOSEVELT CAN'T 
LIFT SPANISH ARMS EMBARGO 


Points Out Prohfbition of Ship- 
ments Is Mandatory as Long 
as War Continues. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 22.—Sec- 
retary of State Hull said today 
it was impossible for President 
Roosevelt to revoke the United 
States embargo on arms to Spain 
as long as the civil war continues. 

In a letter to Raymond Leslie 
Buell, president of the Foreign 
Policy Association, he said that 
prohibition of shipment of arms to 
Spain was mandatory on the Pres- 
ident by virtue of the neutrality 
resolution of Congress in Decem- 
ber, 1936. 

Since his speech on American 
foreign policy last Thursday, Hull 
has received a number of requests 
for the lifting of the embargo. 
Buell argued that the neutrality 
act was to be invoked only when 
there was a danger the United 
States might be drawn into a war.

BILL SIGNED TO BROADEN 
FOOD AND DRUG AD CONTROL 


WASHINGTON, March 22. — 
President Roosevelt signed today 
legislation giving the Federal Trade 
Commission jurisdiction over the 
control of false advertising of 
food, drugs, cosmetics and devices. 
The measure also increases the 
Commission's power by permitting 
it to intervene to protect the 
consumer against unfair and decep- 
tive acts in commerce. 

The new law defines false adver- 
tising as any which is misleading 
in any material respect, either by 
statements, or suggestions, that a 
product will accomplish certain 
things, or through failure to dis- 
close any material fact bearing on 
the claims made for a product. 

Under existing law, the Commis- 
sion must show that a competitor 
is injured before it can issue cease 
and desist orders against products 
it believes to be unfairly promoted. 
The new statute allows the com- 
mission to issue complaints against 
unfair or deceptive trade practices 
where it believes the consumer is 
affected. Civil penalties up to $5000 
for each violation are provided,

Only Apparent Loser. 


It is agreed on all hands that 
McCall muffed the chance of a life- 
time by failing to put the above 
questions to Richard Whitney on 
oath. Asked afterward concerning 
his failure to press these signifi- 
cant points, McCall said he was not 
investigating George Whitney or J. 
P. Morgan & Co., and that anyhow 
the Gratuity Fund hypothecations, 
while technically a felony, could 
hardly be prosecuted with success 
before a jury, since the bonds were 
replaced ahd the fund suffered no 
less. The only person to lose, ap- 
parently, was George Whitney, who 
is scarcely in a position to prose- 
cute. 


There was much curiosity in the 
financial district today as to why 
Richard Whitney directed Sherer 
to deliver the bonds to J. P. Mor- 
gan & Co. at the particular hour 
of 11:10 a m. An explanation of- 
fered by Stock Exchange spokes- 
men was that its committee meet- 
ings are usually held at noon, and 
that Whitney would haye been em- 
barrassed to present himself at 
such a session and say he would 


return the securities later that aft- 


ernoon. 


There was also widespread specu- 
lation as to why ‘the Whitney 
brothers did not employ one of 
several alternatives to that of us- 
ing -the offices of J. P. Morgan & 
Co. George Whitney, it was re- 
marked, could have given his per- 
sonal check to Richard, who could 
have deposited it in his own bank 
and then drawn against it to re- 
deem the Gratuity Fund securities 
from the Corn Exchange Bank. Or 
either of the brothers might have 
presented a certified check directly 
to the Corn Exchange Bank, and 
thus have obtained possession of 
the bonds. 


Among the various explanations 
offered were that through the 
method adopted all trace of the 
transaction was kept out of Rich- 
ard Whitney’s accounts, so that the 
fact of the loan of $1,082,000 did 
not become known until he himself 
testified to its existence yesterday; 
and also. that such a transaction 
involves certain menial services to 
which eminent financiers would 
not deign to stoop, but which the 
clerical machinery of J. P. Morgan 
& Co. is designed to handle. These 
include checking up the securities 
to make sure those returned are the 
ones named on the customer’s list, 
and counting the coupons to see 
that none were missing.

Whitney Partner, Earning $6000, 

Finds He Is Debited for $63,000. 
By the Associated Press. 

A partner in the bankrupt brok- 
erage house of Richard Whitney & 
Co. testified today that, although 
his earnings rarely reached as 
high as $6000 a year, he recently 
discovered he had been debited for 
$63,048 on a special account by his 
firm. 

The partner was John J. Me- 
Manus, who had started working 
for Whitney in 1916, rising from a 
telephone clerk on the floor ef the 
Stock Exchange to a seat on the 
Cudb Exchange. 

While McManus was testifying 
before Ambros V. McCall, Assist- 
ant Attorney-General, Whitney 
himself was undergoing examina- 
tion by the psychiatric clinic of 
the Court of General Sessions. The 
clinic traced. Whitney’s line of New 
England ancestors and questioned 
him with a view to determining his 
intelligence quotient. 

McManus, for his part, said he 
had no idea the firm, in which he 
held a 1% per cent interest, was fi- 
nancially shaky, He said it was not 
until the board of governors banned 
it from the Stock Exchange that 
he learned his huge debit on the 
Whitney books. 

The $63,043 debit represented 8449 
shares of Distiuled Liquors Corpo- 
ration. Whitney's efforts to main- 
tain the price of this stock are 
generally regarded on Wall street 
as having contributed to the bank- 
ruptcy of his firm.

351,373 LISTED AS VOTERS 
FOR SCHOOL TAX ELECTION 


Canvass Will Reduce Number but 
Largest Registration on Rec- 
bord Is Indicated. 

Registration of voters for the 
school tax eléction of April 5, which 
was completed yesterday, numbered 
351,373. This figure will bo subject 
to some reduction in the revision 
to be based on the recent mail can- 
vass, but the enrollment may be 
the largest on record for a quad- 
rennial school tax election. 

The special election of April 5 
will be the first under the new per- 
manent registration law. In the 
initial @nroliment, held in the pre- 
cinct polling places Dec. 6 and 7, 
334,708 voters were registered. Since 
then 16,665 have ‘registered at the 
Election Board office, including 
2197 yesterday. In the last tabula- 
tion of the canvass, 17,253 of the 
registrants were reported not 
found. Some of these will prove 
they are entitled to vote, while the 
others will be stricken from the 
lists. 

In the 1934 election the registra- 
tion was 330,837 and the vote for 
retention of the 85-cent school tax 
was 86,187, to 23,649. In the 1930 
election the registration was 348;- 
951 and the vote for the 85-cent tax 
was 46,765 to 6313. The proposition 
again is to retain the 85-cent rate; 
if it fails, the rate will revert to 60 
cents, reducing schools revenues 
about $2,500,000 a year.

All the time, the crowd grew, and 
arrival of a Fire Department hook- 
and-ladder, for possible police use, 
increased the excitement. 

From an alley entrance nearly 
opposite the house, policemen fired 
bombs at a distance of 50 yards, 
and one of these broke a front win- 
dow of the flat. Then Lieut. Jo- 
seph F. Moran, on the porch at 
4919A, fired two charges of gas 
directly into the Wills flat. The 
fumes drove out the young man, 
who, though carrying the weapon 
still, submitted to arrest at the 
back door. He was taken to City 
Hospital for observation. He was 
in the sanitarium for a month, 
three years ago.

power, was undesirable. 


National Defense Involved. 


“A broad policy of national de- 
fense is involved,“ he said. “Many 
of the industries most necessary to 
the life of a nation in times of na- 
‘tional emergency require very large 
and uninterrupted supplies of pow- 
er. 


“The fact that the Government 
of the United States anticipates no 
such emergency does not relieve it 
of the responsibility of taking the 
possibility into account.” 

President Roosevelt recently told 
a press conference he objected to 
importation of Canadian power be- 
cause it could be shut off suddenly 
in time of war, and it might raise 
embarrassing problems of neutral- 
ity. 

Hull said in his memorandum 
that it was natural “that the prov- 
inces of Ontario and Quebec should 
wish to find a profitable outlet for 
whatever power may be available 
to them in excess of actual re- 
quirements, and, to this end, should 
desire to export this excess power 
to the United States on a tempo- 
rary basis, subject to withdrawal to 
meet future demands at home.” 

“While sympathizing with the de- 
sires of Ontario and Quebec,” he 
continued, “the Government of the 
United States considers that its pri- 
mary obligation is to view the prob- 
lem in terms of protection for the 
general power in the United States 
and for those American industries 
which might become depen 
upon imported supplies of power.” 

For Development of Resources. 

If the Northeastern states were 
to become dependent on imports 
of foreign power, Hull said, they 
would be faced with the constant 
danger of having to revert hastily 
to additional steam plant construc- 
tion for base load power. 

The solution of the problem, he 
said, was a general development by 
both countries of their borderland 
water possibilities so that water 
power from the St. Lawrence and 
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| Niagara rivers would compensate 
the United States for a sudden 
withdrawal of imported power from 
Canada. He said: 

“A general settlement along the 
lines at present envisaged by the 
United States Government might 
well provide for exports of power 
from Canada to the United States 
on a withdrawable basis extending 
over a considerable number of 
years, and at the same time pro- 
vide in an orderly program for the 
development of the vast unde- 
veloped resources of cheap hydro- 
electric power in the St. Lawrence 
and Niagara rivers which, in the 
case of the United State, would 
aford a substitute for the power ex- 
ported by Canada when such ex- 
ports are withdrawn.” 

Hull called attention to the “ur- 
gent necessity for works to pre- 


ara Falls.” These are dams to pre- 
vent the increasing wearing away 
of the rock over which the falls 
tumble. 

Canada in its note had sought 
this Government’s consent to her 
exclusive right to the use of wa- 
ters equivalent in quantity to those 
that would be diverted from the 
Kenogami River into Lake Su- 
perior.

of New Jersey, voluntarily was 
staying at the company’s terminal 
building for two or three days, 
fearing that if he leaves he will 
not be allowed to return. 

The dispatch said the oil com- 
panies were not permitted direct 
communication with the terminal 
building. 


Mexican Workers Reported to Be 
Detaining U. S. Oil Man. 
By the Associated Press. 

MEXICO, D. F., March 22—L. IL. 
Anderson, general manager of the 
Huasteca Oil Co., said he learned 
today that another American oil 
man, Ed Borrego, had been held a 
“virtual prisoner” at Tampico un- 
til he paid a sum of money to oil 
workers. 

Anderson, in a signed statement, 
said he talked by telephone with 
Borrego, superintendent of the 
Tampico refinery of Standard Oil 
of New Jersey, of which Huasteca 
is a subsidiary, 

He quoted Borrego as saying oil 
syndicate workers told him, “You 


had better not try to leave until | 


the money is paid.” Borrego hoped 
to leave Tampico late today. 

Officials of the 17 American and 
British oil companies expropriated 
last Friday by presidential decree 
were making every effort to get 
foreigners out of isolated oil fields 
and camps before nightfall. 

However, sentiment was running 
high, with thousands of students 
parading Mexico City streets to 
demonstrate their appreval of the 
expropriation. The Confederation 
of Mexican Workers ordered a na- 
tion-wide “jubilee” for tomorrow. 
The students’ parade, which tied up 
Mexico City traffic, was a forerun- 
ner of the demonstration. 

Planes Remove Foreigners. 

B. T. W. Van Hasselt, director 
of the British Aguila Co.—largest of 
the concerns appropriated—char- 
tered three planes to remove 35 
Americans and 54 employes of other 
nationalities and their families from 
the Isthmus of Tehuantepec zone. 

The Huasteca Co, asked Ameri- 
can diplomatic representatives to 
use their influence in assuring the 
safety of Borrego. 

Anderson said the Huasteca Co.“ 
American employes, numbering 
about 65, already were concentrat- 
ed in Mexico City and Tampico or 
had been sent to the United States, 
with the exception of Borrego. 

There were about 1300 foreigners 
employed in the $400,000,000 Mexi- 
can oil industry. Most of them were 
attached to general offices in Mex- 
ico City, but the expropriation 
caught others, engineers and field 
men, far from headquarters. 

Anderson said Borrego gave the 
facts of his detention to the Unit- 
ed States Consul. He said he ex- 
pected no violence, 

No Further Seizures. 

President Lazaro Cardenas as- 
sured Mexican industry today that 
expropriation of foreign oil com- 
panies was exceptional and no sim- 
ilar measure was in prospect 
‘against other business. 

As the Treasury Department took 
the first steps toward fixing the 
sum to be paid the 17 British and 
American oil companies for loss of 
their $400,000,000 properties, Presi- 
dent Cardenas in a statement said: 

No other measures which might 
affect the confidence of the coun- 
try will be taken against other 
business, properties, bank deposits, 
values and other investments, which 
the Government is ready to protect 
in accordance with the law.” 

He said he spoke now to erase 
fears “which without foundation 
might be created, or have been cre- 
ated, as a result of rumors spread 
by parties interested in seeing that 
the measure which the Government 
was compelled to take in regard 
to the oil: properties, be misin- 
terpreted and distorted.” 

The President said his Govern- 
ment would take necessary steps to 


protect and encourage investments | 


and business enterprises which 
might aid the economical develop- 
ment of the country and bring ben- 
efits of social character. 

Secretary of the Treasurer 
Eduardo Suarez invited representa- 
tives of the 17 expropriated oil 
companies to confer with him on 
indemnity for their property and 
the terms of payment. 


FAKE WEDDING CHARGE IN SUIT 


Actress Says Ceremony, Later 
Found Void, Misled Her. 

LOS ANGELES, March 22.—Ro- 
bert Ellis Reel, actor and writer, 
testified yesterday he and Vera 
Reynolds, former movie actress, 
lived together for years as man 
and wife but never married. 

“We decided we were better off 
without a marriage ceremony—that 
we had the edge on some of our 
married friends who were unhap- 
py,” he said, “because if we ever 
came to a split, it would be a clean 
one.” Miss Reynolds is suing Reel 
for $150,000 breach of promise dam- 
ages. In her complaint, she said 
she believed until 1935 that they 
were married but learned that a 
ceremony they went through in 
Greenwich, Conn., in 1926 was not 
valid. Reel denied there had been 
any ceremony at Greenwich.

Political life in thé United States 
reflects the rising power of labor 
on the economic front, Roger N.

WASHINGTON, March 22.— Mil- 
ton W. Harrison, New York rail- 
road consultant, characterized as a 
“joke” a Senate Committee dis- 
closure today that he once thought 
he had “scotched” a resolution by 
Senator Wheeler (Dem.), Montana, 
to investigate railroad finances, 
Harrison listened, slightly flushed, 
as Wheeler read into the records 
of the Senate Railroad Finance 
Committee the contents of a note 
the New Yorker had written 0 
J. J. Pelley, president of the 
Association of American Railroads. 


Harrison was president of the Na- 


tional Association of Owners - 
Railroad. Securities from 1924 
1935, 

Harrison's note to Pelley said: 
“I think I Have ‘scotched’ Senator 
Wheeler’s proposed resolution to 
investigate railroad finances—good 
evening’s work. ‘An ounce of pre- 
vention is worth a pound of cure.“ 
Pelley’s reply, also read into the 
record, said; Thank you for your 
personal and confidential note with 
reference: to your visit with Sen- 
ator Wheeler. I think you did a 
splendid job, and hope the Senator 
stays put.” 

“What did you have in mind 
when you thought ‘you ‘scotched’ 
my plan?” Wheeler asked. “What 
kind of Scotch do you use?” 

“I wrote that as a joke,” Harri- 
son replied. 


assuming he had conferred with 
Senator Wheeler. 

“There was nothing behind that 
letter,” Harrison insisted. “I did 
not try to scotch the investigation. 
I had nothing to do with it.” 
‘Another “Very Great Mistake.” 
Wheeler then read a memoran- 
dum by Harrison dated Feb. 18, 
1935, in which he told security own- 
ers that the Senator planned a 
“fishing expedition” which would 
be a “‘red herring’ across the path 
of any constructive and intelligent 
railroad legislation in the current 
session (of Congress).” 

“That. was no joke, was it?” 
Wheeler asked. 

“Tt was a very great mistake,” 
Harrison said. 

Harrison testified that railroads 
used the magazine of the Security 
Owners’ Association to get their 
viewpoints before railroad stock- 
holders at 50 cents a copy. 

Asked by committee counsel if 
the publication favored “what the 
Van Sweringens wanted to do,” he 
replied: “Of course, it was along 
that ilne, undoubtedly.” 

Wheeler characterized such use 
of the magazine as a “reprehensible 
practice,” and developed in ques- 
tioning Harrison that the source of 
the funds which brought copies of 
the magazine was not disclosed to 
stockholders. ° 
Contributions to Research Associ- 


ates. 

Wheeler put into the record a 
list of contributions in 1931 and 
1932 by the Van Sweringen group 
and the Pennsylvania Railroad to 
the Research Associates, Inc., an 
organization which committee in- 
vestigation staff said was almost 
identical with the Railroad Secur- 
ity Owners’ Association. 

Harrison formed the research 
group, and now is an advisor to 
the association at $15,000 a year. 
Research Associates paid him 369, 
900 in two years, he testified. 

The record showed that in 1931 
Research Associates received these 
contributions from Van Sweringen 
lines: Chesapeake & Ohio, $25,000; 
Erie, $15,750; Nickel Plate, $6375:

FREUD HELD IN VIENNA 
HOME BY NAZI POLICE 


Jewish Psychoanalysist, Now 
82, Is Ill—Passport Re- 
ported Taken. 


By the Associated Press. 

VIENNA, March 22. — Sigmund 
Freud, 82-year-old “father of psy- 
choanalysis,” is seriously ill, close 
friends said today, after a visit of 


Nazi secret police to his home last 
night. The police were said to 
have taken his passport and closed 
the doors of his home. Offices of 
the company which has published 
Freud's books also were closed. 

Freud was ill when Reichs- 
fuehrer Hitler of Germany an- 
nexed Austria, and fer several days 
he was not told of the drastic 
changes. He is a Jes. 

Indications that Germany was 
determined to win Austrian Social- 
ists to the Nazi cause by offering 
them work were given in a cere- 
mony at the Vienna City Hall. 

The Socialists’ conflict with the 
Dollfuss Government in Austria 
flared into a civil war in Vienna 
in February, 1934. Hundreds were 
killed and the Socialists were re- 
duced to political impotence. Most 
of the Vienna workers, whom the 
party represented, rallied to the 
support of Kurt Schuschnigg in his 
last days as Chancellor, however. 

Vienna’s new Mayor, Hermann 
Neubacher, reinstated 11 firemen 
who had been imprisoned by the 
Schuschnigg Government because 
they were Socialist leaders in 1934. 

“Do you promise to fight from 
now on for Adolf Hitler as you 
fought for Socialist ideals in 1934,” 
the Mayor asked. “Yes, we prom- 
ise,” the 11 answered. 

The city Fire Chief ordered them 
to report for duty in the same 
Filorisdorf fire station from which 
in 1934 they shot at the Dollfuss 
army. Their leader, Fire Captain 
Weisel, was executed shortly after 
the 1934 clash.

VIENNA, March 22.—For decades 
on a spring evening like last night 
one used to hear “Drink, drink, 
brother of mine! Leave all your 
sorrows at home,” at suburban wine 


festivals. 


But people in traditionally joy- 
ful Vienna do not sing much any 
more. 

Not many smiles are seen. Faces 
are more serious, there are too 
many arrests and suicides for 
laughter. 

Prussian discipline is replacing 
Viennese gemuetlichkeit—joviality. 

Political uncertainty of previous 
years has disappeared, but uncer- 
tainty remains over coming cur- 
rency measur and among the 
Jews. 

Scar an aspect of the once 
gay Austrian capital's life but has 
felt the new influence. 

German Films Are Featured. 

Theaters feature German films, 
especially one about the career of 
Adolf Hitler. 

Vienna’s 90 main motion picture 
houses preferred American films 
when they could get them, but only 
one American production was 
shown at two theaters yesterday 
and a French picture at another. 

Business has slowed up consider- 
ably. 

Most Jewish stores still are open, 
but sales almost are nil in many. 
Some have been taken over by the 
Nazi business organization, others 
display signs showing Jewish 
ownership. For the most part, only 
foreigners disregard such warnings. 

The wealthier Jews whose dreams 
now are of the United States are 
being asked for “voluntary” contri- 
butions to the Nazi party. One of- 
fered a solicitor 100 schillings (for- 
merly $18.90), but 1000 shillings 
($189) was demanded. 

The German mark has not re- 
placed the schilling yet, but there 
is concern about possible fiuctua- 
tions when it does. Bourse trading 
is apathetic. 

Some foreign industrial orders 
are being canceled, but apparently 
in no great volume. 

There has been a swift exodus 
of foreigners. A number of Amer- 
ican students obeyed parents’ in- 
structions by cable and telephone 
to return home immediately. 

Tourist Trade Has Dropped. 

Tourist trade has dropped sharply, 
but it is hoped German tourists 
will. compensate for the expected 
summer slump of British and 
American visitors, especially at the 
famous Salzburg music festivals. 

Coffee houses, a Viennese trade 
mark, have been affected seriously 
—some are almost empty, some are 
overcrowded with uniformed Nazis 
and soldiers, 

Thousands of lawyers and other

Consulates are packed with hope- 
ful visa seekers. 

There are fewer flower stands in 
the streets, but hawkers are doing 
a big business in swastika em- 
blems and pictures of Hitler.

World Jewish Congress Appeals to 


League,

GENEVA, March 22.—The World 
Jewish Congress today addressed a 
petition to the League of Nations 
Council appealing for League ac- 
tion regarding the “martyrdom of 
Austrian Jews.” 

The congress asserted that the 
Jewish death rate in Vienna had 
risen from a daily average of four 
to 140, judging from the number 
of funerals in Jewish cemeteries, 

The congress cited articles 62 to 
69 of the Treaty of St. Germain, by 
which Austria made peace with the 
World War enemies. One of these 
articles provides that “all Austrian 
nationals shall be equal before the 
law.” The treaty, the congress 
maintained, still ig in force be- 
cause the annexation of Austria 
“has no semblance of legality.” 

The congress, referring to con- 
ditions in Austria, said “Jews are 
being steadily deprived of means to 
fight misery which every day is be-

Erich Ludendorff had recommend- 
ed that war be started without 
declaration. 

Parliament approved the defense 
fund of 10 billion. francs ($305,000,- 
000), March 5, providing for its 
Management by a special commit- 
tee under direction of the Minister 
of National Defense. But thus far, 
Parliament has not provided means 
for supplying the money. 

France’s employers and workers 
joined in a promise to the Govern- 
ment yesterday to help speed up 
the nations arms production. 

A Government spokesman said all 
workers and employers organiza- 
tions, including the general Con- 
federation of Labor with 5,000,000 
members and the Confederation of 
French Employers, were parties to 
the agreement. 

Many workers in nationalized 
factories already have made in- 
dividual accords with employers to 
work longer hours to accelerate 
arms production, in exchange for 
overtime pay. 

Announcement of the agreement 
followed a series of conferences be- 
tween Premier Leon Blum, his de- 
‘ffense ministers, military, air and 
naval advisers and leaders of the 
workers and employer groups.

Brazil Rejects German Protest 
Against Barring of Nazi Activity 


Foreign Minister Said to Regard Note as Too 
Sharply Worded to Consider—Berlin’s 
Envoy Continues Conferences.

RIO DE JANEIRO, March 22.— 


The Brazilian Foreign Office, it 
was disclosed yesterday, has re- 
jected protests by the German 


Government against the prohibi- 
tion of Nazi activities in Brazil. 

It was said that Foreign Minister 
Oswaldo Aranha considered a ‘note 
submitted by Carl Ritter, German 
Ambassador, to be couched in such 
strong language that he rejected 
it without further consideration. 

Ritter has been conferring with 
high Brazilian officials for several 
days. He talked yesterday with 
Francisco Campos, Minister of Jus- 
tice and of the Interior, but noth- 
ing resulted to indicate any change 
in the situation. 
President Getulio Vargas abol-: 
ished all political parties when he 
set up his authoritarian govern- 
ment on Nov. 10. He re-stated 
last week his determination not to 
permit Nazi activity among the 
155,000 Germans in Brazil. 

The President considered that 
Nazi activities in Southern Brazil 


transcended their asserted cultural 


and were in fact political. 

“If national parties must be abol- 
ished, foreign parties also must go,” 
the Government said. 

Germans in Brazil have shown 
little inclination to become Brazil- 
ian citizens. They constitute one 
of the largest foreign colonies in 
Brazil, clustered in small commu- 
nities throughout Parana and Santa 
Catharina. Smaller groups live in 
Rio Grande do Sul and Sao Paulo. 

In some towns like Blumenau 
and Joinville the German language 
predominates over Brazilian Portu- 
guese in schools, newspapers and 
commerce, 

Authorities in these sections have 
forbidden the use of swastikas on 
German-language election posters. 

How far Nazi doctrines have 
penetrated the Fascist Brazilian 
Action Integralista, a movement 
apparently crushed by the Govern- 
ment, is not clear, although oppon- 
ents accuse it of subserviency to 
Germany. The Brazilian Govern- 
ment has no statistics concerning 
Germans who have become natur- 
alized, but the percentage is con- 
sidered slight. 


AGRARIANS GIVE UP CONTROL 
OF CITY OF SONORA, MEXICO 


Federal troops controlled the city 
of Ciudad Obregon, Sonora, Mexi- 
co, last night reports reaching the 
border said, after armed agrarians 
relinquished possession of mills and 
municipal buildings they had seized 
earlier as a protest against the poll- 
cies of the loca] administration.

He was a 
last-minute life-saver in the fight 
to put over Senator Alben W. Bark- 
ley of Kentucky as majority floor 
leader. Despite the fact that he 
had pledged himself to Barkley’s 
rival, Senator Pat Harrison of Mis- 
sissippi, Dieterich voted for Bark- 
ley and saved the day for the ad- 
ministration. 

Now he has been thrown over 
board by the Kelly-Nash machine 
in Illinois and some berth must be 
found for him. It was widely ru- 
mored when he went along with 
the President on the court fight 
that he would receive a Federal 
judgeship. 

At first glance it would seem 
that Dieterich might not be in- 
terested in a position that would 
be so soon abolished.

Its 
latest version has just been reported favorably by 
the House Interstate Commerce Committee, and there 
is warrant now for saying that at last, despite minor 
defects, a bill suited to the urgent needs of the situ- 
ation has been developed. 

In recent months, the spotlight has been thrown 
on one fatal weakness of the present law by the 
elixir sulfanilamide tragedies. Before Federal agents 
could issue warnings and seize unsold bottles of this 
preparation, at least 73 users, perhaps 100, had died. 
Yet, the public was horrified to learn, no law ex- 
isted to prevent sale of the product, and no charge 
could be brought against the manufacturer, except 
the minor one of mislabeling. 

Senator Copeland has added to his bill new pro- 
visions that will keep such death-dealing nostrums 
off the market. Section 505 embodies the recom- 
mendations made last November by Secretary Wal- 
lace, in barring from interstate commerce any new 
drug without “a certificate issued by the Secretary, 
showing that such drug has been tested and has not 
been found to be unsafe for use...” At present,

The court 
said, in other words, that independent agencies of 
the Government, created by Congress to carry out 
legislative policies, must be kept free from “coer- 
cive” influence by the executive.

Other items of importance in the new bill include: 

Intent to Defraud: Under the present law, the 
Government must prove intent to defraud before it 
can win a conviction for mislabeling of patent medi- 
cines. This involves a degree of clairvoyancy of 
which juries are rarely capable. The uew bill pro- 
vides that actual fraud, whatever the intent, is crim- 
inal. 

Labeling: The bill requires labels to show the in- 
gredients of a preparation, and to give warning if 
possible habit-forming drugs are included. Some 
manufacturers object to disclosing formulas to com- 
petitors, but formulas may be determined by analysis, 
and also from labels on the same products sold in 
foreign countries which require these facts. The 
patent laws, not secrecy, protect manufacturers from 
infringement. 

Standards: An important gain for the consumer 
is the bill’s provision authorizing standards and 
definitions for foodstuffs. How much water may 
oysters contain? What part of strawberry jam should 
be natural fruit? Because no legal standard exists, 
Government actions against adulterated products 
have been handicapped. Congress has fixed for but- 
ter a standard of 80 per cent fat; cases concerning 
this product thus are quickly settled. 

Seizures: The present provision for multiple seiz- 
ures of harmful or adulterated products—seizures 
wherever they may be found—has, unfortunately, 
been abandoned in the bill. When only one shipment 
can be setved, until after the case is settled, consum- 
ers may be defrauded by goods remaining in trade 
channels. The multiple seizure provision should be 
restored. : 

Prosecutions; Manufacturers have objected to 
having cases tried at the place where the goods are 
seized, sometimes a remote point. This has been

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OUR “FIRST LINE OF DEFENSE.” 

Most Americans know too little about their State 
Department, although its workings are of vital im- 
portance not only as to peace and war, but also with 
respect to trade and employment. In an effort to 
give some enlightenment, Assistant Secretary Mes- 
sersmith recently left his busy desk to deliver a se- 
ries of addresses, one of which we reprint in part 
today. As a veteran of 24 years in the service, with 
a record of duty in Canada, the West Indies, South 
America, Antwerp, Berlin, Vienna and now Washing- 
ton, Mr. Messersmith can speak with authority on 
the department's workings and its needs. 

The familiar designation of the State Department 
as the nation’s “first line of defense” is no hyperbole, 
so significant to America’s welfare are the issues 
with which it is intrusted. Yet this important branch 
of government is economically, even penuriously, ad- 
ministered, as Mr. Messersmith explains. Its per- 
sonnel numbers less than 5000; its net cost this year 
will be about $10,322,000. Such a fund, less than 
1 per cent of that voted the army and navy, is plain- 
ly inadequate. But because the department offers 
few places for spoils appointees, Congress withholds 
appropriations needed to attract capable career men 
to the service, to provide adequate housing abroad 
and to make possible more planning and research. 

This failure to provide for the department’s needs 
may fairly be laid at the door of public indiffer- 
ence. Similarly, the ease with which demagogues 
and sensation-mongers make capital by sniping at 
the department’s policies results from popular mis- 
understanding of its functions and responsibilities. 
Dispelling the fog will help strengthen the nation’s 
“first line of defense.”

BRAZIL DISAPPOINTS THE NAZIS. 

When President Vargas of Brazil last Novem- 
ber set aside the Constitution and seized full power, 
the Fascist press abroad was jubilant. “Brazil is a 
Roman creation in a new continent,” said one Ital- 
jan paper. A Berlin editor wrote: “Vargas has 
done not only his country but all of South America 
a historic service.” The impression was prevalent 
in the two countries that their philosophy had made 
a conquest. 

A different conception now has dawned, following 
Vargas’ action in outlawing foreign Fascist groups 
in his country. Instead of congratulations, the Ber- 
lin press now expresses chagrin over the course of 
events. Assuming the optimistic view that Dictator 
Vargas has not approved the recent actions, the For- 
eign Office organ hopes “that the President soon will 
become master of the situation.” 

Sufficient time has now elapsed for the Brazilian 
system to be appraised accurately, and it becomes 
clear that neither European variety of Fascism is in 
the saddle there. President Vargas has abolished 
democratic forms and set up a corporative state, 
ruled by his decrees, with military support. He has 
made it plain, however, that his system is a purely 
Brazilian institution, owing no allegiance to foreign 
philosophies. This is displeasing to the Italians and 
Germans, and although it makes the plight of the 
Brazilians no better, it brings this country a feeling

Stepchild of Federal Departments 


State Department is oldest, least expensive and in some ways most important of execu- 
tive branches, but it is often least appreciated and most criticised, Assistant Sec- 
retary says; because it is non-political, funds are not easy to get; speaker denies 
“secret diplomacy,” and urges faith in men who control nation’s foreign policy.

From an Address by George S. Messersmith, Assistant Secretary of State, Before the 
Neu York City Federation of Women's Clubs. 


LTHOUGH the Department of State is 
the oldest of the executive departments 
and plays so important a part in our na- 
tional life, it has perhaps been the least 
highly appraised, the least understood and 
the least appreciated. It has as a conse- 
quence frequently lacked that popular, moral 
and financial support so necessary to the 
effective functioning of a vital department. 
It is interesting, nevertheless, that, al- 
though in the way of financial and often 
moral support it has been somewhat of a 
stepchild of our people, it has been among 
the best conducted, best organized and in 
many respects the best functioning of the 
departments. It has remained the smallest 
and the least expensive of the agencies of 
our Government, costing in 1938 less than 1 
per cent of the cost of the army and navy. 


That we know so little of our State De- 
partment, its work and its relation to our 
everyday life is not greatly to our credit. I 
believe one of the principal reasons is that 
‘it is so largely a non-political department. 

The very nature of its work is such that 
most of it must be non-partisan. It is trite 
but true that our internal political differ- 
ences must stop at our frontiers and in our 
foreign policy we must have a common 
front. Our Secretaries of State are chosen 
by the President, and from his party, but 
the Presidents have always been most care- 
ful in their choice, They have invariably 
chosen men who have acted only as Amer- 
icans. The personnel of.the department in 
Washington has likewise been less political 
than that in most other departments. 

We have seen our foreign service develop 
from a political organization into a career 
service below the grade of Minister, and 
commendable -progress has been made in 
the proportion of career Ambassadors and 
Ministers in the service. 

All this is as it should be. But we must 
not forget that members of Congress and 
public leaders are human, Many of these 
leaders, but fortunately not all, are rela- 
tively uninterested when it comes to insist- 
ing upon adequate appropriations for the 
partment of State. Why should they be in- 
terested, the more politically minded ones 
reason, when there are no places for con- 
stituents who may be pressing for a place? 


Then there is the undeniable fact that in 
the popular conception a certain mystery 
surrounds the Department of State and the 
conduct of foreign relations. Out of this 
mystery there has grown suspicion and dis- 
trust based on lack of understanding. 

There is no mystery in the conduct of our 
foreign relations. The department, in the 
very nature of things, cannot advertise 
— — by telling every detail of what it is

That secret diplomacy is bad we know per- 
haps better than ever, for in the states in 
which democracy has been overturned and 
is being derided, policy is again being made 
by the very few. We can see the results in 
this disordered world. 

The business man, who would not think for 
a moment of telling his friendly competitor 
before a business conference what his plans 
are, is not unlikely to.accuse the Depart- 
ment of State of nourishing sinister secrets 
because it does not tell the world all that 
it has in mind. The department is frequent- 
ly criticised for not having done things that 
it has done, but in order to make what it 
has done effective, it cannot say anything 
about it at the moment. 

In considering matters which affect the 
conduct of our foreign relations, I venture 
to say that we must give more faith to the 
ability and foresight of those chosen to do 
this work, and not judge their work solely 
on the basis of superficial information, 

We must know and recognize that these 
men are just as intelligent and just as good 
Americans as some of those who pretend to 
speak on our foreign relations and who are 
not in a position to have the same full back- 
ground and knowledge of all the elements 
involved. We must remember that the De- 


‘ partment of State cannot, because it would 


be definitely harmful in most cases to our 
interests, defend itself publicly against even 
the most unwarranted criticism. 


I have often hoped that we would be- 
come a little more discriminating in the 
credence we extend to certain lecturers and 
propagandists. We are fortunate in having 
an unusually large number of well-informed 
persons writing and speaking very objective- 
ly on our internal and external problems. 
We must not forget, however, that some of 
them feel they must say something critical 
or startling to command attention. 

I wish to be clearly understood in -not 
underestimating the public spirit or the 
wisdom of so many persons in our country 
who are cofstructively interested in and who 
are speaking and writing on our foreign pol- 
icies. I only wish to ask from you a cer 
tain discrimination and that you will at least 
give equal faith and credit to those who of- 
ficially have to bear the burden. I would 
ask that your judgment be searching and 
discriminating after all the facts are clear 
and you can be sure that you are not deal- 
ing with propaganda or hasty conclusions 
based on insufficient or false premises. 

It is still as difficult for the State De- 
partment to get $5000 for its essential needs 
as it is for the navy to get $5,000,000. There

It Seeks to Enjoin City Assess- 
ment, Alleging It Is on Char- 
itable, Non-Profit Basis. 


Witnesses at the hearing of the 
suit of the Young Women’s Chris- 
tian Association to enjoin the city 
from the assessment and collection 
of taxes for the years 1933 to 1936, 
inclusive, testified yesterday before 
Circuit Judge Eugene J. Sartorius 
that the organization operated on 
a charitable, non-profit basis, and 
relied upon annual fund campaigns 
for support of its activities. 

The association building at 1411 
Locust street had been assessed at 
$33,970 for the ‘four years, includ- 
ing interest and penalties, but no 
taxes have been levied against the 
property since 1936. Suit by the 
city to collect taxes from the or- 
ganization for the years 1927 to 
1932 is pending. 

The T. W. C. A. has contended 
that its property is tax-exempt, be- 
cause its activities are in accord- 
ance with its charter, which was 
granted in 1905 for the operation 
of a non-profit benevolent organi- 
zation. It is the city’s position that 
the association is subject to taxa- 
tion because young women are re- 
quired to pay fees for the use of 
certain of its facilities and classes 
in addition to their membership 
fees. 

No Levy Until 1927. 

Mrs. Florence Allen Roblee, a 
member of the association’s board 
of trustees, testified that it was 
understood at the time the char- 
ter was obtained that the organi- 
zation would not be taxed, and 
said no taxes had been assessed 
against its porperty until 1927. She 
said the association depended large- 
ly on public contributions for its 
maintenance, and added that she 
had donated more than $50,000 dur- 
ing the years in controversy. 

The T. W. C. A. formerly rented 
24 rooms to transient young wom- 
en for $1 a day, she said, but the 
service was discontinued because 
it was too great an expense for 
the association. The cafeteria, 
which once offered meals for as low 
as 13 cents, lost about $4000 the 
year before it was closed in 1933. 

Loss on Room Service. 

Mrs. Thomas L. Anderson, wife 
of Circuit Judge Anderson, testi- 
fied that in 1932, the years she was 
president of the association, the or- 
ganization lost $2900 on its room 
service for underprivileged _ girls. 
She said the purpose of the T. W. 
C. A. was to “bring Christianity 
into the lives of girls not touched 
by the church.” She and other wit- 
nesses said small fees were re- 
quired in various classes and for 
use of certain facilities, but said 
the fees were in the nature of a 
service charge. 

Other witnesses included L. Wade 
Childress, chairman of the board 
of trustees; Hord Hardin, member 
of the board; Mrs. Eugene R. Mc- 
Carthy, president, and Mrs. Her- 
man Duhme, member of the board 
and former president.

OF School in 
Child Training 

An Answer to Those Who 


Blame It for Delinquen- 
cies of Youth.

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this do not matter 
here. What matters is the fact, 
and that fact, bald and bare, ex- 
plains why so many children are 
on the wrong side of society's 
books. 


School is an extension of home, 
but it never can be home. The 
teacher is the servant of mother 
and father, but he can never be 
mother or father to the children, 
efficient and devoted though he is. 
There is a relation between par- 
ent and child that no other human 
being can establish. There is an 
emotional reaction to home that 
no other place on earth can ever 
produce. Home, in all its phases, 
is the essential background and 
the essential force in the life- 
training of its children. 


The attitude of home toward 
religion becomes the attitude of 
its children. If the father and 
mother attend church, take the 
children to Sunday school, inter- 
est them in what goes on in church 
circles until they become the spir- 
itual environment of the children, 
religion influences the family for 
good and righteous living. If no 
religion is practiced or taught the 
children will have none, and be the 
worse for the loss. 


Adolescent children make mis- 
takes in their sex lives primarily 
because they have not been rightly 
taught about sex in relation to 
their own lives. That, too, has 
been pushed over to the teacher, 
or the physician or the social 
worker, according to the difficulty 
the child is in. He rarely gets 
any instruction in sex until he 
gets into trouble. If he had been 
taught, when and where and as 
he should have been, at home, by 
his own father and mother, as he 
needed instruction, he might have 
escaped the mistake and its con- 
sequences. School could not take 
over that job, and will never be 
able to do so. It is essentially 
the duty of home. 


School takes the child as he is, 
the product of his home. It does 
its best to modify, direct, inspire 
and discipline that child toward 
achieve. But that child remains 
the highest standards he can 
essentially the child of his par- 
ents, the creation of his ‘home. 
Teachers do their pest under try- 
ing conditions. Schools do their 
best under impossible burdens. 
Home must shake off its feeling 
of irresponsibility, take over its 
own duties and send its children 
to the schools in condition for 
teaching. No school in America 
ever trained and developed a crim- 
inal, either directly or indirectly. 
He is the product of his environ- 
ment, his heredity and his train- 
ing, and the greatest force ever 
brought to bear upon him was his 
home, Let’s revive the home.

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Criticism 
By Dale Carnegie 


F we wauld eliminate from our 
conversation all jealous feeling, 
caustic remarks and biting criti- 
cism, the world would undergo a 


great principle. When Charles M. 
Schwab first started working for 
him, they discussed tactics in deal- 
ing with the men. Mr. Carnegie be- 
lieved in shutting his eyes at times 
to what was going on. “Charlie,” 
he said," “you just musn’t notice 
some things. Don’t blame your 
men for trivial faults. If you do, 
you will dishearten them.” Ob- 
viously, Mr. Schwab took this ad- 
vice, for he is known the world 
over for his ability to handle men. 
The habit of .criticism — and 
often it is nothing but a habit— 
causes more unhappiness than 
any other human trait. Every day 
homes are wrecked by onslaughts 
of fault finding. Wives and hus- 
bands rebel and separate; chil- 
dren lose faith in their parents 
and flee from home to find more 
congenial surroundings — any 
place where they will not be sub- 
jected to a barrage of criticism. 


This pernicious habit extends 
even to those with whom the critic 
has no personal contact. For ex- 
ample, a few years ago a little girl 
of 9, living in Brooklyn, N. T., wrote 
a remarkable poem, “The Janitor’s 
Boy.” Was the world willing to ac- 
cept little Nathali Crane as the 
author? Well, the people who knew 
her were willing to do\so, but many 
of those who had never seen or 
heard of her ridiculed the idea. 
They knew nothing about her, but 
they. passed judgment! She was 
assailed bitterly, both the child and 
her family. “Impossible!” “A 
child couldn’t have written it!” 
“One of her parents did it!” “They 
are a lot of cheats!” 


As usual, the harshest critics 
were those who knew nothing about 
the matter. Nathalia went right on 
writing poems. Since that day, she 
has published eight volumes of poet- 
ry; and today, in her early twen- 
ties, she teaches at the famous 
Pratt Institute in Brooklyn. The 
people who know her do not think 
her a cheat. 

Wouldn't it be well for us to stop 
and ask ourselves, the next time we 
rare about to utter words of criti- 
cism, whether jealousy or envy is 
prompting our remark, and wheth- 
er or not we Are just? Wouldn't 
most criticism be killed if we did 
that? 

Benjamin Franklin handed down 
to us an important bit of wisdom, 
when he said: “Any fool can criti- 
cise, condition and complain—and 
most fools do.”

Remember when 17-year- 
old Eileen decided that Home 
Wasn't Good Enough for Her 
Friends. . and began clamoring 
for a bachelor girl apartment? And 
when 18-year-old Bill decided that 
The Folks Didn't Understand Him 
and he began running around 
with the Bright Spot crowd? 

We're adolescent, too, we Amer- 
icans. We've lost the simple pride, 
faith and affection of our young 
days. We're no longer so happily 
sure that America is Tops. We're 
beginning to think that America 
isn’t quite good enough. 

There have always been those in 
America who thought that Over- 
night Millionaires rushing 
across the Atlantic for “polish”... 
squandering a fortune to be pre- 
sented at court or capture a title 
were important. Always cer- 
tain silly, shallow souls who could 
be muddled by a Parasian accent, 
London tweeds, Italian art, into 
thinking America was erude.“ 

But lately the few have become 
the many. All over America has 
spread this feeling that the Old 
World has the only real culture 
and tradition, and that life in these 
United States is crude, raw, un- 
couth.

But how about 
those who made eating possible and 
safe for all of us? Those grim- 
lipped heroes who faced that “rock 
bound shore” and suffered unspeak- 
able hardship, that men might 
know the beauty of Liberty and 
Equality! Those equally heroic 
men—whether they wore the blue 
or the gray—who died for prin- 
ciple 100 years later! And that 
gallant crew who turned their face 
toward the setting sun on the Cov- 
ered Wagon Trail?

ARIAN ANDERSON, the great 
Mere contralto, was in the 

White House with her mother, 
her two sisters and her accompa- 
nist where, in a few minutes, she 
was to give a recital for the Presi- 
dent, his family, and an intimate 
circle of friends. 
Suddenly Mrs. Roosevelt stepped 
through a doorway. Greetings were 
exchanged, introductions made, and 
Mrs. Roosevelt then said: “The 
President is in the adjoining room. 
Shall we go on in?” 
The accompanist picked up his 
portfolio of music and the party, 
led by Mrs. Roosevelt, headed for 
the doorway. Miss Anderson mean- 
while swiftly reviewed the points 
she wanted to make in a two-min- 
ute speech of greeting to the Presi- 
dent of the United States. All too 
quickly, they were in the next 
room, where the Chief Executive 
was seated on a divan. The party 
had to go behind him. As Miss An- 
derson passed, he turned, looked up, 
and with a friendly smile, called 
out: “Oh, hello, Miss Anderson. You 
do look. just like your pictures, 
don’t you?” 

“Well,” recalled Miss Anderson 
when she was here for ber 
recital at the Municipal Audi 
torlum, “the President's greet- 
ing knocked my own little speech 
sky high; I couldn’t remember a 
word of it. I went through my 
program in a daze, and was con- 
scious only of the beginnings and 
the endings of my songs.” 

The incident was, she supposed, 
one of the high spots in a career 
that has been studded with tri- 
umphs. Another was the incident 
of the first meeting with Toscanini 
in Salzburg. She knew he was in 
the audience to which she was 
singing. During intermission some 
of her friends asked him , 
following the concert, they could 
bring Miss Anderson out to meet 
the great maestro. 

“I should say not!” he exclaimed. 
“But you can most certainly take 
me to meet her.” 

The message was relayed to Miss 
Anderson. Following the concert, 
she watched from a peep-hole in the 
curtain while Toscanini was 
brought forward to a side entrance 


of the stage.

“I don’t know of 
a greater thrill,” she said, “than 
the one I get when some harried in- 
dividual, with care written on his 
face, comes to me after a concert 
and says, ‘Miss Anderson, I can’t 
put this into words, but you've 
done something for me here,’ point- 
ing to his heart.” 


In print this statement may 
read like third-class press-agent 
matter, but when you talk to her 
for an hour or so, feel the warmth 
of her personality, and by your own 
shallow measurements try to sound 
out her spiritual depth, you come 
away believing in the honesty of 
her attitude. 


She talked of things spiritual at 
some length. To go back to the be- 
ginning: 

“I started to sing in a junior 
church choir in my home at Phil- 
adelphia when I was only 6 years 
old,” she said. “I sang every Sun- 
day. Then, when I was about 11, 
I was converted, and changed“ 


“Wait a minute, please,” inter- 
rupted the reporter. “‘When you 
were converted.’ That’s an inter- 
esting expression. It may mean 
one thing to one person and some- 


thing else to another. If you care 
to talk of it, can we reach a com- 
mon understanding of the term?” 
“It’s very easy for me to talk of 
it,” she replied, leaning forward on 
a piano bench where a photogra- 
pher had been snapping her. “Some- 
one, either my mother or grand- 
mother, had told me that we all 
reach the age of accountability at 
about 13 years old—that at that age 
we become accountable for our

£4yN LOOKING back now, I 
[ean recall any grevious 
sins in my life up to 11 
years old, but I do remember 
that I had a sense of inward hun- 
ger, and also a feeling that I didn’t 
want any sins on my conscience 
after I reached 13. At church one 
Sunday the minister gave the altar 
call, and something inside me com- 
pelled me to go forward. My con- 
version took place after I knelt at 
that altar.

“I’m wondering,” she continued 
(and the reporter gladly let her do 
so), “whether some of our churches, 
by modernizing their songs and 
their services, are not losing some- 
thing of great value.

In Oriental Rugs

F YOU find a swastika in your 
| orienta rug, don’t get excited. 

For it’s not Nazi propaganda at 
all—only one of the favorite motifs 
of Oriental rug weavers through 
many a century. No one knows 
when it first turned up in the dim 
reaches of antiquity, but it has 
permeated every civilization, every 
country. Some scholars call it the 
first conscious design of man, That 
is, almost anyone might have hit 
upon a circle or a squsre or an 
oval quite by accident. But it took 
conscious planning to create the 
crossed arms of the swastika. 

And don’t worry about the irregu- 
larities in the design of most every 
Oriental rug for they are not care- 
less accidents. They're there on 
purpose; usually to avert the evil 
eye! For every design in an Ori- 
ental rug has a symbolic meaning, 
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and their study can occupy a life- 
time of fascinating research. 

Even the materials of which Ori- 
ental rugs are made have a roman- 
tic lore clinging about them. The 
rug countries, reaching far north 
of the Ruddian border and from 
the Mediterranean to the Great 
Wall of China, are peculiarly suit- 
ed to the arts of their people.

EAR Mrs. Post: I am a mod- 
D ern mother, or try to be. In the 
past when my son, aged 18, 
has invited girls to dances or to 
our home, I have wanted to call on 
the mothers of the girls first, but 
was told I would be considered 
“daft.” Following this logic, I 
have permitted my daughter to ac- 
cept invitations from boys she met 
at the assembly dances nearby, 
making my own private inquiries 
to be sure the boy was acceptable, 
However, I have just been pleasant- 
ly surprised by an afternoon visit 
from a mother, to second, as it 
were, her son’s invitation to my 
daughter to go with him and his 
family in town to a play.

HE profoundly conservative 
T sense of the American reveals it- 

self anew in this matter, for he 
went through a national struggle 
to rid himself in time of a mass 
regulation which had at a certain 
moment been necessary. Even to- 
day we see the ridiculous situation 
that the traveler in a transcon- 
tinental train suddenly finds him- 
self compelled, between the hours

His victory was the greatest in 
the gubernatorial elections of the 
United States, and having a plu- 
rality of 725,001 votes, he said, 
laughing, “I cast that one myself.”

T HE fact that such a militant 
be only useful to the Governor 


does nothing to detract from its 
sincerity. For Roosevelt had 
adopted this attitude in his youth. 
Later he had confirmed it, never 
had he abandoned it, and today he 
can only go on reaffirming it if he 
is not to contradict himself com- 
spletely. He did not take his cue 
from the times; the times rather 
developed toward him. 

Now a juncture was effected be- 
tween him and the time, for the 
catastrophe of 1929 produced in 
America effects similar to those 
produced by the German collapse 
of 1918: here too a man had prom- 
ised in all his speeches that he was 
“leading the nation toward glorious 
times.” Kaiser or President, he 
was believed, and when the proph- 
ecy was not fulfilled the speaker of 
those words was, certainly without 
regard to the question of personal 
guilt, held responsible by a people 
which felt itself to have been be- 
trayed. After the United States had 
been governed, for decades, by 
banks and industrial companies, 
the time had become ripe for the 
emergence of an opponent of great 
wealth, even though he were not 
an opponent of capitalism. It had 
once more become a thankful job 
to be a liberal, and a Democrat 
to boot. 

The thoughts and visions of Louis 


| Howe became more tense, there- 


fore, as he saw the President he 
had chosen, or at least dreamed of, 
coming closer. During the years 
of Roosevelt’s governorship, Howe 
had lived half of every week with 
him in Albany, the other half in 
New York, spending his week-ends 
with his family. Through him 
Roosevelt, handicapped physically 
by his partial paralysis and socially 
by his position, maintained un- 
broken contact with political cir- 
cles, The network of letters which 
since his sickness had been thrown 
over 48 States was now looked aft- 
er largely by his friend; and by this 
means, as well as through Howe’s 
current reports, he learned which 
leaders of the opposing party were 
for him, and which of his own 
party were against him. 

For distrust of him could not stop 
short at the party line; it increased 
among the rich even if they were 
Democrats, while faith in his moral 
character stirred the poor even if 
they happened to vote the other 
ticket. 


T was the activity of his wife 
which now provided a real link 
between the Governor and cer- 
tain parts of the people, for her 
work had increased with his. She

In spite of this he had not then 
and still has not a large fortune.

and that furthermore it was a farm. 
Must our farm be called an estate 
merely because I'm Governor, or 
because it's been in the family a 
long ‘time, or because there are 
flower gardens there? Call it by 
its right name, a farm. I don't 
like estates and I do like farms.” 

There is more in this than a jest 
about words., One recognizes once 
more the aristocrat who. would 
rather appear less than he is, and 
in any case does not want to be 
confused with the newly rich who 
always want to appear more than 
they are. In the above sentences 
he does not defend himself against 
the reproach that he who fights for 
the poor ought not to be rich; he 
only wants to put things as they 
really are, to which he adds that 
this is how he prefers them, too. 
Herein is revealed an harmonious 
and at the same time self-conscious 
nature which says yes to its des- 
tiny because it is its own. 

Whoever, like the author of these 
lines, made his first visit to the 
United States in 1928, believed he 
had entered a country of gamblers. 
It is not his task to tell Americans, 
a decade later, about that epoch 
through which they all lived. But 
that even after ‘the crash the Gov- 
ernment understood little I can 
testify from a conversation with 
President Hooover, who early in 
June, 1931, offered the assurance 
that by the fall of that year every- 
ete would be all right again. 


OOSEVELT, who during that 

whole period of happy stock 

speculation had directed his 
policy against the exchanges 
and the banks, could] point 
out during the crisis that it was 
a tragic irony that “without 
earthquake and flood, without war 
or any other form of destruction, 
the nation had been reduced to this 
condition.” He unmiasked the 
phrase of the money men, which 
had it that the crisis was “only 
psychological.” He showed the con- 
tradiction in Heover’s theory which 
sought to guarantee ever-increasing 
wealth by ever-increasing produc- 
tion. 

Roosevelt had become friendly 
with Hoover in Wilson's day, and 
he had nothing against a man who

with salary and private income, 
was poor. It was rather Hoover's 
circle of friendships which dis- 
turbed Roosevelt; the same thing 
happened in the end with Al Smith, 
too, who drifted as far from the 
poor circles of his origin as Roose- 
velt from the rich circles of his. 
For in that collapse of a great na- 
tion the decisive question wag not 
whether the candidate was a wet 


or a dry; the issue was, in truth, 


only that of rich and poor. 
Roosevelt's platform was there- 
fore more a credo than a program. 
The speeches and articles which 
were the basis of his campaign in 


1932 used only the all-too-easy criti- : 


cism of the present as the starting 
point for his proposals. Still, these 
proposals for reform were only the 
outer garb; under it beat the heart 
of a man whose life had gradually 
made him the mouthpiece of the 
poor. Whether he seeks to advance 
the pension age to 60 or 50, or de- 
mands complete publicity on the in- 
comes of directors of large public 
enterprises; whether he seeks to 
prevent the cultivation of poor soil 
or the creation of new farms for a 
nation which has last half its pur- 
chasing power; whether he would 
declare all interest above 7 per cent 
illegal, and unemployment insur- 
ance of all eiter s desirable 
whatever it is, the same basic note 
runs through everything and uni- 
fies the whole, hence the grip 
which it has on millions. 
* — * 


OR by the very tone of his utter- 

ances Roosevelt established a 

new epoch. In these speeches ne 
calls things by their right names. 
He speaks of the farmers oppressed 
by the usury of mortgages as “slaves 
who are being forced to build pyra- 
mids,” and of “the heartbreaking 
spectacle“ of their labor on poor 
soil. He invokes every conceivable 
principle against a return of the 
good old times of so-called pros- 
perity, and demands new laws for 
a new age: “The day of the great 
promoter or the financial titan, to 
whom we granted everything 
only he would build or develop, is 
over. Our task is now a sober, less 
dramatic business...Twenty years 
ago there would have been nothing 
but public laughter or apprehension 
at the way some of us are viewing 
the duties of government.” 

Always he directs his attack 
against the accumulation of money, 
against the big company, every 
shareholder of which should have 
the right to test every contract, 
while he denounces the holding 
company simply as a form which 
“lends itself to secrecy, mismanage- 
ment, and fraud.”
